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RENEWED DEMAND 
MADE BY GERMANY 
FOR POLISH LANDS 


Chamberlain, Daladier 
To Condemn Seizure of 
Albania, Warn Italy In 
Declarations Today. 


By The Associated Press. 

As reports circulated in War- 
saw that Germany had renew- 
ed demands upon Poland for 
Danzig and a strip of the Polish 
corridor, the British and French 
governments prepared to make 
momentous governmental pro- 
nouncements today to forestall 
further war-threatening moves 
by the Rome-Berlin axis. 


The scheduled British decla- 
ration in particular was designed 
to thwart further German-Italian 
expansion toward the strategic 
Dardanelles straits between the 
Mediterranean and the Black seas, 
a move feared in some quarters 
since Italy’s Easter conquest of 
Albania. The statement was ex- 
pected to give a provisional guar- 
antee of Greek-Turkish inde- 
pendence. 

Informed sources said Cham- 
berlain had decided to make that 
declaration stronger in the face of 
a swing in public opinion against 
his appeasement policy. 

Public Demands. . 

They said it was feared that

Emmantele, and proposed a “per- 
gonal union” of the two countries. 
As Premier :Mussolini in Rome 
hastily called the Fascist grand 
council ‘to act on the offer to- 
day, it was considered certain it 
would be speedily accepted. 

Although the Polish foreign 
office denied that German de- 
mands in Poland, previously re- 
fused, had been repeated, diplo- 
matic and other sources persisted 
fn discussing them. They were 
said to have been brought from 
Berlin to Warsaw Wednesday by 
the Polish ambassador, Joseph 
Lipski. 

Bluff Indicated. 

Diplomats believed Germany 
either hoped to bluff Poland into 
a stand on neutrality, or was pre- 
pared to bargain on a hasis of 
Poland’s loosening her new de- 
fense ties with France and Brit- 
ain. 

Germany, meanwhile, waited 
for Poland to make the next move 
toward settlement of Polish-Ger- 
man problems, and officials in 
Berlin suggested that the Polish 
government make public the Ger- 
man demands which led to the 
British-Polish mutual assistance 
accord. Germans said publication 
of the demands would show the 
world they in no way endangered 
“the independence. or territorial 
integrity of Poland.” 

As Britain and France prepared 
to make their declarations today— 
Prime Minister Chamberlain is to 
address’ an extraordinary session 
of parliament and Premier Dalad- 
ier is to make a statement sup- 
porting the British stand—both

Blizzard Strikes in Ohio 
‘as Snow in 15 States 
.Sends Mercury in Dive 
to New Lows for Date. 


CLEVELAND, April 12.—(>)— 
A big shipment of winter, import- 
ed from Canada, made the weath- 
er market polar bearish today 
from Maine to the Rockies and 
southward into Kentucky. 

Some places had the coldest 
April 12 in history. A blizzard 
struck Cleveland, Snow shovels 
scraped sidewalks in some com- 
munities in 15 states. Light snows 
and flurries were common. 

Chicago’s 21 was seven degrees 
colder than 1900’s April 12, the 
previous champion. Louisville’s 
27 shaved five degrees off the rec- 
ord for the day. Cleveland’s 21 
and Detroit’s 22 equaled records. 

Mercury Dips te 8. 

Communities in Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota and South Dakota had 
temperatures down to 8. The 
weather was freezing in parts of 
New England, Pennsylvania and 
New York, but New~York city’s 
low was 38. 

Four inches of snow fell in cen- 
tral Vermont, bringing the total 
depth in mountain ‘areas to four 
feet’ Two additional inches in 
northern New Hampshire made 
the average depth 30 inches. From 
one to two inches fell today in

Forsythia branches, starting to 
loose their floral gold, bent' low: 
Easter bonnets went sailing with 
the wind, 

An inch of snow was recorded 
before the storm died down, only 
to revive intermittently through 
the day. It left Clevelandérs shiv- 
efing but unamazed; the: city has 
an average of 1.5 inches snow in 
April and once (in 1902) snow fell 
May 10. 

Peaches, pears and apple crops 
were damaged in southern IIli- 
nois, Indiana and Ohio, growers 
said, and fruit in northwest Texas 
suffered some damage. 

Official forecasters predicted 
more snow in northern Ohio to- 
night, but genérally they looked 
for warmer atures tomor- 
row in most ‘of the Great Lakes 
and central states.

| Manufacturers’ Aasavlation 
Will Convene Today in 
New Orleans. 


NEW. ORLEANS, April 12.—(7) 
The government’s proposed sub- 
sify pla for disposal @f part of 
its huge stock of loan cotton 
abroad is expected to draw at- 
tention at the meeting here of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association’s convention. 

W. M. McLaurine, of Charlotte, 
N. C., secretary of the association, 
said the largest attendance in 14 
years was expected. This will be 
the 43d meeting. Executive ses- 
sions were set up for tomorrow 
| and public sessions Friday and 
| Saturday. 

Henry Wallace, secretary of ag- 
riculture, recently suggested that 
some of the millions of balese of 
cotton the government received in 
its loan program be _ exported 
through payment of a subsidy. 
Many cotton groups are opposed 
to the plan. 

The New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
‘change and other organizations 
maintain the subsidy would per- 
mit foreign manufacturers to get 
cotton at such a cheap price they 
would be able to export finished 
goods to this country in competi- 
tion with domestic manufacturers. 

Opponents of the subsidy con- 
tend the carryover cotton. should 
be liquidated in an orderly man- 
ner through the regular channels 
.of trade to prevent violent dis- 
ruption of the industry domestical- 
ly and abroad.

So yesterday there was Mary 
at the Henry Grady hotel—by 
agreement between Mr. Anderson 
and smiling Fred B. Wilson, hotel 
executive—holding forth with a 
brashness fully justified by ex- 
pert knowledge ef her subject. 

“Ah takes de ham and weighs it 
first,” she said, flashing her white 
teeth in a wide grin. “Then Ah 
puts it in soak overnight in luke- 
warm water. De next morning Ah 
pours dat. water .off, and -puts it 
in some more water, with two 
cups of sugar added. 

“Next, Ah boils dat ham with 
de skin on fo’ two hours. Ah takes

A BATTLE WON 

Great Britain won a major battle in the 
European shuffle when Mussolini’s legions in- 
vaded Albania, and won without firing a shot. 
The echoes of the victory have begun to rise, 
and only time can tell the actual scope of their 
effect on the game of power politics. For the 
green banner of Islam is once again arrayed 
on the side of infidels of Britain and against 
the self-styled protector who holds sway in 
Rome. : 

From Iran to Oran, westward along the tide- 

less sea, the hordes of the followers of Moham- 
med are venting their anger against the ruth- 
less seizure of a predominantly Moslem land, the 
tiny kingdom of Albania, and.one may be sure 
that the diplomatic agents of No. 10 Downing 
street will make the most of this sudden en- 
richment of their cause. 
Mussolini for the past 10 years has been at- 
tempting: to woo the followers of Islam to his 
side in quest of control of the shores of the 
Mediterranean, and by infiltration, by propa- 
ganda and by bribery has been harrying the 
flank of Great Britain in the Islamic countries. 
The powerfyl radio station at Bari has poured 
onto the air waves the word of Italian friend- 
ship for the pilgrims to Mecca. Thousands upon 
thousands of radio sets, tuned only to this sta- 
tion, have been sent into the eastern countries 
in furtherance of I) Duce’s aim of an Islamic 
uprising against the’ western powers. Among 
these 150,000,000 people he préached the perfidy 
of Albion, the glory of the Roman empire, the 
vision of Islamic hegemony in the Near East 
and in India, Along the fringes of British in- 
fluence he armed roving bands of marauders, 
and into Palestine sent the tinder for Arabic 
explosions against the Jews. Down through the 
rugged passes of northwest India poured 
caravans of arms—death to countless British 
youth and those of the faith of Mohammed. 

Then came the conquest of Ethiopia, which 
in. itself did not arouse the Moslems, but had 
reverberations in the vicious cruelty of Italian 
colonial and army. officials to the Arabi:.ns en- 
listed for labor battalions in the newly-acquired 
empire of Victor Emmanuel. But even this re- 
sentment was primarily localized along the Red 
Sea, where the slave traders found a new and 
enriching ally. 

Against this background Mussolini loomed 
large in the pattern of the second World War 
as he and his partner of the Axis groomed the 
world for battle. He. held—under this sway of 
propaganda among the faithful and true be- 
lievers—England in shackles throughout the 
Near East and in constant hot water in India. 

But when the Italian flag entered Tirana, 
all this was effectively wiped out. The pro- 
tector of Islam had become an oppressor, and 
the long ties of Islam to Great Britain became 
stronger than ever. 

For the Islamic peoples have long known the 
British empire as a rather stern, but kindly, 
friend. Lawrence of Arabia is almost as legend- 
ary among these people as among the peoples 
of the western world. The leaders of the faithful 


have been British-guided and British-educated. | 


King Farouk, of Egypt, who has been rallying 
the people of Islam to his side, is notably a 
friend of England. Syrians resent the yoke of 
France, a resentment fanned into flames by 
Italian propaganda, yet have had the temerity 
to order an Italian delegation en route to the 
wedding of the Crown Prince of Iran to “limit 
its stay” in Damascus “to a minimum.” It may 
not be diplomatic, but it is enlightening. 
True, Britian has been in trouble in Pales- 
tine, yet much of this can be traced back to 
Italian agitation among the Arabic tribes, and 
is after all, a localized affair. 
‘But the cheering fact is that, with one iD- 
advised stroke, Mussolini apparently has tossed 
away the strongest weapon at his command in 
the Medi and the winners will be the 
western powers, their first victory in the few, 
but long, years of Fascist aggression.

BUENOS AIRES, April 12.—(4", 
Enrique Jurges, former secretary 
to German Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, whose re- 
cent letter tc President Roverto 
M.. Ortiz started a nation-wide in- 
vestigation of Nazi activities in 
Argmtina, admitted today that 
revenge was the motive for his 
disclosures, 

Jurges, a nervous little man 
with a stiff leg resulting from a 
World War injury, said he swore 
vengeance against Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler and the Nazi regime 
after his wife died because of 
treatment received in a concentra- 
tion camp, and his mother-in-law 
* Se killed, allegedly by Nazi po- 
ice 

“I am a National Socialist and 
always will be,” Jurges said dur- 
ing an interview in a small room 
he rents here. “But I will never 
be a Hitlerite.” 

Junges said he turned against 
Hitler- after the reichstag fire a 
few weeks after Hitler’s appoint- 
ment as chancellor in 1933. He 
said that because of his knowledge 
of Dutch, he was present as an 
interpreter during the historic in- 
terviews between the then chief of 
the Storm Troopers, Karl Ernst, 
and Marinus Van Der Lubb, the 
young Netherlands Communist 
who later was executed for the 
blaze. Ernst was killed in the 
“blood purge” of June, 1934. — 

“After those interviews * under- 
stood Hitler’s ways,’ ’ Jurges said. 

He said he felt satisfied that his 
letter, to President Ortiz started 
the Nazi inquiry. 

“I am convinced now that Fed- 
eral Judge Miguel Jantus (in 
charge of the investigation) and 
Federal Prosecutor Paolucci Cor- 
nejo will fathom the Hitlerite in- 
filtration in all its ramifications,” 
he said. 

Pointing to a trunk in the cor- 
ner of his room, Jurges said it con- 
tained more compromising Nazi 
documents he had offered to the 
authorities once the investigation 
was opened. He said one of the 
chief reasons for sending the let- 
ter to the President was the “per- 
secution” of 37,000 German resi- 
dents of Argentina by the local 
branch of the Nazi party whose 
membership in ‘this country, he 
alleged, is only 5,274. 

Jurges was reserved regarding 
his life since he left Germany, but 
he denounced the Hitler govern- 
ment as responsible for the death 
of his wife and mother-in-law. 

“After I left Germany,” he said, 

“my wife, Catalina Stohr, was con- 
fined in a concentration camp for 
10 months where she became 
gravely ill through maltreatment. 
She escaped and came to Argen- 
tina but she .was so ill she died six 
months after arriving here.” 

He added his 60-year-old moth- 
er-in-law was killed in a concen- 
tration camp in Germany on 
Christmas day, 1937. 

“They couldn’t get me, so they 
got those nearest mé,” Jurges said. 

He said his opposition to Hitler 
resulted in his immediate confine- 
ment in a concentration camp, 

“I was able to escape, however,” 
he said, “and went to the United 
States where I remained for three 
months and then left for Chile. I 
was there for 22 months but came 
to Argentina after I was shot at, 
apparently at the instigation of the 
Gestapo (Nazi secret police).” 

Jurges said he would return to 
Germany some time and would do 
so “as soon as the Hitler regime 
is wiped out.”

PEIPING, April 12—(#)—Un- 
official Japanese reports reaching 
Peiping today said that six Chi- 

nese officials belonging to a Japa- 
nese-sponsored pacification com- 
mission were killed Sunday during 
a mutiny of Chinese mercenary 
troops attached to the commission 
at Kaifeng, Honan provincial cap- 
ital. 

The situation at Kaifeng was 
obscure tonight. Japanese army 
spokesmen here said that no offi- 
cial reports were available but 
that “apparently something hap- 
pened in Kaifeng.” 

Kaifeng recently has been the 
scene of two Japanese-sponsored 
mass meetings to agitate for the 
ousting of British interests from 
China. 

Japanese army reports said that 
2,000 Chinese troops attacked the 
south gate of Kaifeng before dawn 
yesterday but were thrown back 
by Japanese soldiers after several 
hours of hard fighting. 

In southern Shantung province 
one of the bloodiest battles of the 
war occurred 15 miles east of Lin- 
yi, near the famous Taierhchuang 
battlefield, last Monday, according 
to Japanese army statements. 

They said Japanese attacked 2,- 
000 Chinese eighth route army sol- 
diers who were firmly entrench- 
ed and dislodged them after 10 
hours of desperate hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

Japanese said the battle includ- 
ed a solid hour of exchange of 
hand grenade fire, 34 Japanese 
bayonet charges and 30 Chinese 
bayonet counter charges. The 
Japanese said the Chinese left 700 
bodies on the field while only 10 
Japanese were killed.

}departing from a depot, dieting is 
not exactly regarded as a form 
of diversion. But apparently what 
makes a body feel like pitching the 
scales out the bathroom window is 
to diet and diet and not have the 
pounds go their way on schedule. 

Some of you who fell in with the 
“Get slim for Easter” idea. about 
six weeks ago have, it seems, 
reached that unhappy hiatus and, 
if I understand you correctly, are 
in no mood for any more promises. 

To tell you the ungilded truth, 
these periods of dieting without 
reducing can happen to the best 
reducers and often do. The only 
explanation for them is water re- 
tention and there is no explanation 
for water retention. What _it 
amounts to is the replacement by 
water of fat burned in energy so 
that the loss of fat is not register- 
ed. But why it happens to some 
reducers and not to others or why 
it happens at all is a mystery. 

This phenomenon has no con-

you drink. You need at least eight 
glasses a day. Water with the 
meals, however, should be restrict- 
ed to about eight ounces. 

In a way, you are lucky. You 
might have come up against water 
retention at the beginning of your 
program when you had every 
right to expect to lose rapidly be- 
cause of the soft, flabby character 
of the fat. If you are the average 
reducer, you went right along and 
lost three to four pounds the first 
week, two pounds a week for the 
second, third and fourth weeks, 
totaling about 10 pounds for the 
first month, 

Even with a steady loss, how- 
ever, your losses would probably 
be cut. down to six peunds for the 
second month and to four pounds 
for the third month. There is a 
tendency, you see, to ease up as 
you get further along in your 
reducing. But—pardon me!—You 
say you aren’t losing at all! Well, 
you either have water retention, 
or you have lost all the soft fat and 
are now stabilizing your losses. 

If you are keeping a strict ac- 
count of your calorie intake, one 
thing is certain: You will, even- 
tually, lose, and the amount of 
weight you lose will be in direct 
proportion to the number of cal- 
ories—allowing 4,000 to one pound 
of body weight—that have been 
left out of your menus, 


In the meantime, if you want 
visible results, exercise! Regard- 
less of weight standstills, your 
measurements can go on improv- 
ing.

"Wheat To Eat” Informative 
Of Nutritive Wheat Values 


By Dr. William: Brady. : 


If it be true ‘that the per capita 

consumption of sugar in the United 
States means, as Sherman points 
out (“Food Products,” Macmillan); 
that this fuel furnishes nearly one- 
fourth of the daily energy require- 
ment of the average individual and 
that the intake of such essential 
elements as protein, phosphorus, 
calcium, iron and vitamins is pro- 
portionately diminished, then the 
nutritional state is still further 
unbalanced by the preponderance 
of still another excellent fuel or 
energy food which is likewise poor 
in minerals and vitamins, namely, 
refined or white flour. Each read- 
er may estimate for himself’ what 
proportion of his daily calories is 
derived from white flour, in bread, 
pastry, eake, and. the numerous 
other familiar and delectable items 
of which it is an ingredient. In- 
cidentally each reader might well 
consider the fact that plain wheat, 
whole wheat or products made of 
whole wheat including the germ 
and the bran, are excellent sources 
of every one of the elements above 
mentioned whose intake is dimin- 
ished when sugar and white flour 
are used as freely as these excel- 
lent fuel foods are in the diet. 
_ Here I repeat I have a mono- 
graph, “Wheat to Eat,” which gives 
information on the nutritive value 
of plain wheat and recipes for its 
use in the everyday dietary. For

processes to which much of our 
modern food is subjected. 

Everyday experience of people 
on the protective, corrective or re-

juvenation regimen bears out the 
scientific concept that in most 
cases overeating is an instinctive 
effort to get more minerals and 
more vitamins, for the majority of 
persons notice that after they have 
adopted a regimen which increases 
the proportion of minerals and vi- 
tamins in the daily intake they 
feel satisfied with less food than 
they formerly craved. This obser- 
vation concerns not only the re- 
juvenation regimen but also a 
rational, physiological reduction 
regimen in the control of over- 
weight.
